It Sprung From Bell's Efforts to Teach 
the Deaf to Speak. 


Professor 
Alexander 
Graham 
Bell 
is reported to have explained in a lec­ 
ture how be came to invent the tele-, 
phone as follows: 


"My 
father Invented a symbol by 
which deaf mutes could converse, and 
finally 
1 invented an apparatus by 
which the vibrations « f speech could 
be seen, and it turned out to be a tele­ 
phone. 
It occurred to m e to make a 
machine that would enable one to bear 
vibrations. 
1 went to an aurist and 
bo advised m e to take the human ear 
as my model. 
H e supplied me with a 
dead man's i ear, and with this ear i 
experimented, and upon applying the 
apparatus 1 found that the dead man's 
ear wrote down tbe vibrations. 


"I arrived a t the conclusioa that if I 
cduld make iron, ^vibrate on a dead 
tmaniB ear, I could malce an/lnstruoient
